That makes him a Brooklyn fan, 
and many's the time he sneaks off to 
Ebbett's Field to see the home team at 
work, while all the readers of Kildale's 
famous cartoon have to wait ! 

But ,just the same, when the football 
season's on, Malcolm keeps his ear to the

he always roots for Army ! 

He like to travel, and as soon as he gets 
enough money, he plans to go to Mexico. 
He's very much interested in their native 
arts and crafts — and also the country it- 
self, which is said to be an artist's para- 
dise, because of its incredibly brilliant 
colors and scapes. , 

A hobby of his, which no one can quite 
understand, is going treasure hunting in 
old bookstores. He hunts most deligently 
for old and rare books that have to do 
with early New York history of Peter 



Stuyvesant's and Colonial days. He also 
picks up everything he can find on pirates 
— authentic ones, that roamed the seas in 
the 15th and 16th Centuries. 

Maybe this liking for little old New 
York (he knows it as New Amsterdam, 
when it was only a little village of about 
3,000 people), was what inspired him to 
draw the "Knickerbocker Knights" series 
he did some time ago. 

Then, he likes horses — and mythology. 
That's how he came to draw "Speed Cen- 
taur", which is a combination of both! A

half man and half horse, who was sup- 
posed to have lived in the Thespian 
Mountains, in the days of the Greek Gods.

Although a bit dry it is a very good maga- 
zine featuring such celebrities as John W.
